Court upholds 
ban on 
cigarettes 


WASHINGTON (UPIi - W ith two 
justices dissenting, 
the Suprem e 
Court upheld today a 1969 law which 
banned the broadcasting of cigarette 
com m ercials by television and radio 
stations. 
The Court did so by refusing to 
hear an appeal from a ruling by a 
three-judge federal court in the 
D istrict of Columbia which upheld 
the validity of the law. 
There was no opinion 
by the 
justices 
except 
a 
notation 
that 
William O Douglas and William J. 
Brennan voted to hear the case. 
The ban was challenged by six 
radio 
stations and 
the 
National 
Association of Broadcasters (NAB). 
In other actions, the Court: 
—R efused 
to 
rule 
w hether 
constitutional provisions affecting 
libel suits against general news 
publications apply also to a financial 
reporting service operated by Dun & 
B radstreet Inc. The action leaves 
standing a libel aw ard against the 
financial service obtained by the 
Kansas Electric Supply Co. Inc. in 
1969 
—Refused to hear an appeal from 
a lower court ruling which allowed a 
state to expel or punish public school 
students whose hair length exceeds 
limits prescribed by officials. The 
cases 
involved 
in 
the 
appeal 
stem m ed from Colorado, Utah, New 
Mexico and Oklahoma. However, a 
North Carolina ruling has denied 
authorities the right to punish long­ 
haired students.

Railroad’s early days remembered

“ If you're going to take a stage, 
it’s all right for a short distance. 
Guys com e by stage from Chicago to 
Santa M aria a long tim e ago, see? 
No m o re ,’ they said. They c a n ’t go 
back inside there. Take the train, 
see ?” 


Jim G alanos worked with 
the 
trains and he rem em bers. Men and 
locomotives pose in their prim es in 
the photos that deck the walls of his 
G rover City home. Now demolished 
section houses stand again and, on 
an old calendar a long gone steam 
engine rounds a central coast bend, 
swift, sleek and always new. Gazing 
inward, Galanos can survey the 
road's varied 70 odd years in the 
valley and his section house brogue 
brings it all back to life. 


Born in Portugal, he carried a 
w ater bucket at the section house at 
Honda at 14 when the burgeoning 
railroad was the only way a small 
town had of being sure that the 
brand new century wouldn’t leave it 
behind. 
“ I retire in 1964 at Surf,” he 
details, 
i know the country from 
San Luis to Santa B arbara by the 
inch.’ 


The m en he toiled for as a boy 
rem em bered how the rail line had 
com e south. “ May 16, 1886 Southern 
Pacific 
built 
the 
road 
to 
Paso 
Robles. Chinamen used to build this 
section. They cam e from Oregon, 
and the pay was 80 cents a day. Ten- 
hour day. If work good, pay 90 cents. 
Not 
like 
today. 
200 white men 
worked. Their pay $1.25 a day. 


"All Chinamen built the railroad 


here, very few white men worked, 
the whole line. They didn't have 
bulldozers, 
steam 
shovels, 
those 
t hings. 
W h e e lb a rre ls , 
picks, 
shovels, th a t’s all they had. Fifty, 60 
Chinamen with wheel barrels and 
picks and shovels — move alota 
d irt.” 
He liked the railroad and m ade 
promotions. 
“ I work four years, w ater boy, 
and I prom ote assistant foreman, 
good. I work there and pretty soon 
they m ake m e section foreman, 
m o re 
hi gher. 
Ano th er 
y e a r, 
promote, got extra-gang foreman. 
More higher, I got 75 Mexicans, 25 
Filipinos: 100 man gang. By that 
tim e I was tough Young, see9”

Train 
said.

The U.S. Command said there were 
101,700 U.S. troops left in the country as of 
last Thursday. With a withdrawal rate of 
about 1,000 men a day the unofficial figure 
for today was 97.700 men 
“ There is no doubt at all that goal 
(69,000) by May 1) will be met and we 
anticipate being below it by the 1st of 
May,” a military source said 
U.S. troop strength climbed above the 
100,000 mark during the rapid buildup in 


August, 1965 There was no exact date 
showing when the milestone figure was 
reached. 
The figures released by the Command, 
however, do not include some 15.000 Navy 
men 
serving aboard vessels off the 
Vietnamese coast or 32,500 Air Force and 
Army men stationed in Thailand.

Vietnamese Command said 10 Communists 
were killed in scattered clashes while their 
losses included one dead and five wounded.

Anytime Allen needs a character witness though, he has one in Duke

Dixie Walker adiusted 
to Dodger integration 


(First of Two Related Articles)

V E R O B E A C H , Fla. — 
(NEA) — Twenty-five years 
ago this spring, Fred (Dixie) 
Walker and five other Brook­ 
lyn Dodgers said no, they 
wouldn’t play with no Negro. 
And they went to Branch 
Rickey, 
president 
of 
the 
Dodgers. 
Hickey 
told 
them 
that 
rookie Jackie Robinson, who 
would break the big league 
color barrier, was going to 
play with the Dodgers “ and 
that was that.” 
Walker, a .300-hitting out­ 
fielder, stayed that season. 
And he and Robinson helped 
the Dodgers win the 1947 Na­ 
tional League pennant 
Now 61 years old, baldish, 
with courtly Southern man­ 
ners and a mild Alabama 
drawl, Dixie Walker is the 
batting coach here in the 
Dodgers’ sprin g training 
camp. He sat in the stands 
in uniform, without cap in 
the Florida sun, watched an 
intrasquad game 
and re­ 
called the past. 
“ My attitude has changed 
over the years,” said Walk­ 
er, huskily. He pulled out a 
large bag of cough drops 
from his back pocket, offered 
a reporter one, then took one 
for himself. “ I feel like I’ve 
learned. 
“ You associate with Negro 
players, as a manager and a 
coach, day in and day out, 
and you get to know them. 
Like you do white players.” 
Before this, though, Walk- 


er said he had harbored 
many of the racial preju­ 
dices of that earlier time. He 
had accepted such notions as 
a black player not having 
“ guts enough” to play in the 
major leagues. “ We know 
now that that’s a farce if 
ever there was one,” said 
Walker. 
Walker 
says 
there 
was 
great pressure on him from 
back home in Birmingham, 
Ala., not to play with Robin­ 
son: “ I didn’t know if they 
would spit on me or not. And 
it was no secret that I was 
worried about my business. 
I had a hardware and sport­ 
ing goods store back home.” 
Early in the season Judge 
Samuel Leibowitz of Brook­ 
lyn, p lay in g peacemaker, 
asked Walker to pose with 
Robinson for a newspaper 
photo. Walker refused. He 
was reading letters that al­ 
ready called him “ nigger 
lover.” “ The Judge was a 
friend of mine, and a friend 
of Jackie’s,” said Walker. “ I 
said, ‘Judge, use common 
sense. You were down in Ala­ 
bama a few years ago de­ 
fending those five black boys 
who were accused of raping 
two white girls. You know 
what those p e o p l e are 
thinkin’ down South. You got 
to picture that to know my 
predicament’.” 
Another Southerner on the 
Dodgers, Pee Wee Reese of 
Louisville, Ky., did take a 
stand for Robinson. On the 
field Reese would go out of 
his way to stand and talk to 
Robinson—even when there 
were letters threatening to 
shoot Robinson land anyone 


near him) from the stands. 
“ l^ee Wee was 100 per cent 
courageous,” said Walker. 
“ But at the time I had to 
do what my own mind dic­ 
tated.” 
Walker did not totally ig­ 
nore Robinson. Robinson has 
said that one of the most im­ 
portant moments in his base­ 
ball life was when Dixie 
Walker gave him a batting 
tip. 
“ I remember it well,” said 
Walker. “ It was early in that 
first 
season. 
Jackie 
was 
having a problem at the 
plate. I saw something. And 
I went to him one morning 
when he was on the rubbing 
table and told him. It was 
just a suggestion. I think it 
worked.” 
Robinson said that Walk­ 
er’s interest, even more than 
the tip itself, made a great 
difference in his feeling of 
acceptance on the team. 
“ I saw things in this light,” 
said Walker. “ When you’re 
on a team, you got to pull 
together to win.” 
Walker said he began to 
respect Robinson when he 
saw how the black man 
handled “ all that guff.” 
“ God knows how many 
times he was thrown at, how 
many times he was hit,” 
said Walker. “ We all got 
thrown at, but some of them 
pitchers carried it to ex­ 
tremes with Jackie. But he 
showed backbone. I never 
seen anyone who could get 
that elbow up as fast to keep 
the pitch from his head. The 
man could take care of him­ 
self.”
